\ essel as sea stores. It was by find 
ng some means of exemption for liq- 
uor so carried that tieasury officials 
lad hoped at first to avoid

with foreign laws.

Senator Lodge, becom- 
ing aware of such recommendations^ in- 
tervened, and. using his great influence 
as a senator and a powerful member of 
the "foreign relations committee, defeat- 
ed Low's ambition. I would hesitate to 
believe the story or to impute such small- 
ness to a man of Mr. Lodge's position 
in public life if the senator himself had 
not related in my presence, and with 
manifest pride, his achievement."

If the dairies don't serve it certified in your town, 


and none of the neighbors keeps a cow or goat, per- 
haps pasteurization of the milk is better than tak- 
ing a chance on the dirty kinds. 
Pasteurization 


means heating 'milk to 140-145 degrees F., holding 
at that temperature, but no higher, for 20 minutes 
to half an hour, then cooling again. This, if prop- 
erly done, destroys any disease germs in the milk, 
e-erms from a deseased cow or germs which may 
be contributed by dirty or diseased persons who 
handle the milk between cow and consumer. Pas- 
teurization is a compromise with filth. However, 
it is a necessary compromise. 


Pasteurization doesn't improve the nutritive char- 


acter of the milk. It doesn't increase the vitamm 
content of the milk. It doesn't make the milk more 
digestible. It is the opinion of many of the most 
competent authorities on nutrition and infant feed- 
ing that a questionable raw milk is better for infant 
feeding if boiled five minutes than pasteurized. So 
I'd scout around for some fresh^raw milk if this 
were my baby, and boil it at home, rather than use 
pasteurized milk, if our town were not blessed with 
i certified milk supply. It scarcely need be said that 
certified milk is pure an^ clean and wholesome and 
therefore needs neither boiling nor pasteurization.

Let the milk stand perhaps four hours, or until 


the cream rises. Dip the upper third out of the bot- 
tle by means of a little tin dipper (Chapin milk dip- 
per) "which enters the neck and holds an ounce— 
such a dipper is obtainable in drugstores and hard- 
ware stores. For a beginning it is well to make the 
formula rather -weak, make it suitable for an in- 
fant perhaps half the age of our hypothetical young- 
ster, and increa.se the strength as he shows himself 
caoable of handling it.

Sugar of milk (lactose) must be purchased at the 


drucgists. Many pediatricians now advocate using 
ordinary cane sugar instead of sugar of milk, in 
the same quantities, for feeding very young infants. 
If the baby is puny or has developed digestive in- 
efficiency one ounce of lime water may be added 
to the formula to help break up the curd, or to pre- 
vent the formation of .large dense curds in diges- 
tion. After the age of two months oatmeal water 
or barley water is preferable for this purpose.
